Confronted with two of the 
weapons which had been turned 
over to Chief of Detectives Leon- 
ard Murphy by their purchasers, 
Mark Clutter and Beverly D., 
Braun, reporters for the St, Louts 
Biar-Times, Deputy Sheriff Rob- 
ert J. Anderson, 5354 Delmar 
boulevard, readily admitted their 
sale last week. 

The 65-year-old deputy was 
booked suspected of illegal sale of | 
firearmea and released on a $1000 
bond posted by Joe Cutter, pro- 
fessional bondsman,

LONDON, Jan. 5 (AP)—While 
‘Britain was covered by the year’s 
worst fog, early-morning com- 
-muters aboard a train from Shoe- 
buryness, at the mouth of the 
‘Thames, reached London on time, 
without a hitch. Their train was 
guided by a new magnetic control 
‘device. Impervious to frost, the 
mechanism atops frains before 
they arrive at a danger signal by 
‘sounding a horn in the engine cab 
‘and slowly applying the brakes.’ 
The-new safety equipment has 
been fitted to 183 locomotives on

(AP)—Gen. Charlies de Gaulle has 
called for the scrapping of the 
present French trade unions sys 
tem in favor of an association of 
management and labor “incor- 
porated into the atate.” 

Speaking yésterday in the cen- 
tral square of this city which the 
Communist-led General Confedera- 
tion of Labor took over for a brief 
period during last month's strikes, 
De Gaulle said: 

“Enough of this absurd system 
in which for a calculated mini- 
mum salary, a minimum of effort 
is furnished, and a minimum re- 
sult collectively produced, Enough 
of this opposition between differ- 
ent groups of producers, 
poisons and paralyzes French ac- 
tivity.” 

Outline of Association Plan. 

De Gaulle defined his ideas of 
“association” this way: 


“First of all, everyone in the 
same group of enterprises, all who. 
go to make it up—managers, fore- 
mey, workmen — would together 
fix their conditions of labor, nota- 
bly their pay, acting as equals, 
with organized arbitration.” 

A system like this, De Gaulle 
said, would give birth “to another 
psychology than that of exploita- 
tion of one group by another, or 
class war." 

When this association has been 
organized, De Gaulle added, “its 
representatives could and should 
be incorporated into the state.” 

He sald representatives of auch 
an association sitting in the Coun- 
cil of the Republic would increase 
the importance of that second 
house of the French Parliament, 
the functions of which now are 
largely advisory. 

“It is apparent what a magnifi- 
cent association gives to a reno- 
vated trade unionism, that is, a 
‘professional, free and constructive 
trade unionism, washed clean of 
politics,” he said, 


“If the nation was able to save 
itself in the test of war, it is be- 
cause its working class was defi- 
nitely able to take hold of itself 
again. If France is to save her- 
self once again, it is because her 
working class has just emphasized 
that it wanted to do just that, by 
freeing*itself from those who were 
dragging it to the side opposed to 
its country... .” 

Some of De Gaulle’s supporters 
in the Rally of the French People 
(RFP) have expressed similar 
ideas and have been violently at- 
tacked by their political opponents 
as “Fascists” and “corporativists,” 

The system of parliamentary 
‘representation of industries, as 
well as representation by geo- 
SS areas, existed in Benito 

ussolini’s Fascist Italy and atill 
exists in Spain and Portugal. 
However, the government, not par- 
Hament, exercises effective power 
in Spain and Portugal and for- 
merly did in Italy. 

The text of De Gaulle’s speech, 
distributed by the RPF news 
agency Express, spelled “Associa- 
tion” with a capital “A.” The 
word ta identical tin French and 
English parliamentary usage, 


Representatives of an associa- 
tion, De Gaulle said, could estab- 
lish useful contacts “with their 
peers and companions of other 
nations of the world.” 

Without mentioning them by 
name, De Gaulle said members 
of the coalition Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Robert Schuman had re 
placed “true government” by “ex- 
periments,” 

Four hours before De Gaulle 
was scheduled to begin his speech, 
crowds began massing in the 
square before the city hall, Soon 
after he arrived he lald the first 
stone of a monument to the dead 
of both World Wars, 


Despite the strength of the 
Communists among the metal 
workers and miners of this area, 
St. Etienne chose a majority of 
RPF members for ita city council 
in the October elections.

The area which Government 
troopa are attempting to clear 
lies between the Sarandoporoa and 
Aoos rivers. A key rebel position, 
on a height only a mile from the 
Albanian border and north of the 
Sarandoporos, was captured by a 
commando unit after savage hand- 
to-hand fighting. Thirty guerrillas 
were killed in the passes leading 
to the height and another 15 on 
the slopes during night fighting. 

Koutsouphilani, another height 
on! three and a half miles west 
of Konitsa, was wrested from the 
guerrillas. The rebels are con- 
tinuing harassment of engineers 
trying to restore the wrecked Bou- 
rozani bridge’ 11 miles west of 
Konitsa on the main road into 
the town, 

Alexander Pappadopoulos, a 
member of Parliament heading the 
Twenty-fourth Gendarmerie com- 
pany, captured one height on the 
Bourozani-Konitsa road from 
which guerrillas had been firing 
on the town since it was relieved 
Dec. 31.

JERUSALEM, Jan. 56 (UP)—

Count Manuel Allen de Salazar, 
29 years old, Spanish consul, was 
among those killed when Jewish 
bombers blew up the Samiramis 


hotel in the Katamon quarter of 
Jerusalem early today, 

The hotel bombing followed by a 
few hours the blowing up of the 
headquarters of the Arab Higher 
Committee in Jaffa yesterday. 
The explosion of a truckload of 
dynamite there killed 18 Arab 
leaders and injured 98 persons, 

Five bodies had been recovered 
from the tons of crumbled mason- 
ry of the Samiramis hotel. Fif- 
teen were missing and authorities 
said they probably were dead, 
Seventeen were injured, one seri- 
ously. 

A spokesman for the Hagana 
underground force said it blew up 
the hotel because it°was an “im- 
portant meeting place for Arab 
gangs where arms were distrib- 
uted to villages surrounding Jeru- 
salem.” 

Storm Hampers Rescuers. 

The blast wrecked the three- 
story stone hotel.

Accounts of the bombing said 
two cars stopped outside the hotel 
and planted a quantity of high ex- 
plosives beside the building, The 
cars started up and a grenade was 
thrown, detonating the explosives.

land's demand was sent to Under 
Secretary of State Robert A. Lov- 
ett. 

The department's statement 
pointed out that last April the 
United States acted unilaterally . 
to distribute 30 per cent of the 
Japanese reparations pool which 
was available at the time to four 
principal war - devastated coun- 
tries, 

This action was taken after the 
Soviet Union had rejected several 
American reparations proposals in 
the Far Eastern Commission, But 
Russia was not included in the 
four countries that received such 
reparations—-China, Britain for 
Malaya and Burma, and The 
Netherlands for the Netherlands 
East Indies. 

“This unilateral directive consti- 
tutes the only United States poli 
now in force as to distribution of 
Japanese reparations shares at 
this time,” the department state- 
ment said. 

The department said that in re 
sponse to requests for. information 
regarding commitments made to 
other nations as to reparations 
from Japan, “the Department of 
State can state categorically that 
the United States has made no 
secret agreements or commit.

Installation of the safety land- 
ing equipment, which costs about 
$700,000, was agreed to by the 
Navy as one of the stipulations 
in the negotiations reached be 
tween the Navy and the city last 
December for keeping the Naval 
Air Station at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. The exact date of the in- 
stallation has not been set. %

What Happens in Poland, 

But that is in the future... . 
how distant I cannot predict, If 
you want to know what Russia is 
doing today, in pursuit of its mas- 
ter plan, you need look no farther 
than Poland. 

For here ia the teat case. Here 
ia the sampling of democracy's 
boiling point, just as the Jap- 
anese bombing of the American 
gunboat Panay was the sampling 
for Pearl Harbor. 

All of these depredations I will 
deal with at length in subsequent 
articles. My point now ia simply 
to touch certain high spots, sound 
a warning to all lovers of freedom 
in the world, reveal the galling 
tragedy of a people who sacrificed 
5,265,800 dead in World War II 
and yet would have considered 
that almost a:bargain if we had 
been granted even the moat ele- 
mental of postwar promises, 


In the name of humanity, I will 
clgtainly make no appeal in these 
les for a military war on 
Rusbia. We need no further proof 
that war is the worst and least 
effective means of settling dis- 
putes. A World War III would 
not only be a most terrible calam- 
ity to my people and my country 
but a blow from which civiliza- 
tion itself could hardly recover. 
Thinks War Avoidable. 

I belleve that World War III's 
military phase can be averted, de- 
spite the fact that the prime ag- 
gressor, first with the acceptance 
of the British and American gov- 
ernments, and since that time 
with a ringing scorn for both 
those powers, has made enormous 
gains. 

It would have been comparative- 
ly almple for’ me to die in Poland. 
Had I remained a few more days, 
I would have been stripped of my 
immunity as a member of the Po- 
lish Parliament, tried by a mil- 
itary court for preaching and 
practicing the only kind of de 
mocracy which peace + loving 
people know, and shot. 

This would have been the cul- 
mination of two and a half years 
of ever-tightening pressure on me 
which began the day I returned 
to Warsaw in 1945. It would have 
been the final act of a series of 
intimidations of me and the party 
I head which began with my ar- 
rival at the airport outside ar- 
saw, when Boleshaw Bierut, the 
old-line Communist who has been 
imposed on Poland as its so-called 
President, ordered me to address 
the hopeful thousands on hand 
with a salutation that was even 
less humane than “Comradea”— 
and I turned my back on him 
and said, instead, ‘My sisters and 
brothers!” 

Why He Escaped, 

It would have climaxed the mur- 
ders of 104 Peasant party leaders 
and the cynical confiscation and 


‘destruction of the party's various 


headquarters, 

It would have been the apparent 
coup de grace administered to the 
lant articulate democratic political 
hody—bearing the undisputed sup 
port of a majority of the people 
~—left in Poland, 

The latest news I have had from 
Poland is that the people are say- 
ing they are glad that I am atill 
alive. They say I would have be- 
come a symbol—but a very dead 
one. They say they prefer Me as 
a living Pole... a living hope. 

So I escaped, by methods which 
T will deal with later. I reached 
the haven of Britain and now the 
United Statés—to tell the whole 
world my asatory.

Population Growth, 

The Japanese experts estimate 
that the country’s population will 
exceed 82,000,000 by 1952. This

average for the period 1930-34, 
which has been established by the 
allies as the economic level to be 
permitted the new Japan, 

Confronted with this population 
Increase, the Japanese hope to 
raise thelr food production 15 per 
cent over the 1930-34 level by 1952. 
Even with such an advance in do- 
mestic food, the Japanese expect 
to be importing $917,000,000 worth 
of food a year by 1952, This would 
include a million tons of sugar. 

Production of coal, vital to the 
industrial plan, calls for 42,000,000 
tons annually by 1952. This is 
14,000,000 more than at present but 
compares with a wartime output 
of 50,000,000 tons a year. In addi- 
tion the Japanese plan to import 
3,700,000 tons of coal a year. 

Cotton imports are anticipated 
at the rate of 2,180,000 bales; wool,

Some are administra- 
tive by-products but equally for- 
midable to the global civil servants 
who work in a converted Sperry 
plant half a mile from the glacier- 
made pothole that is Lake Success. 

A few samples of thallenge and 
obstacle: 

Send a commission to Palestine 
to enforce partitton..(The Arabs 
don’t want it.) Send another to 
Korea to hold elections and pro- 
mote Korean independence. (The 
Russians won't play.) Borrow 
$65,000,000 from the United States 
to build permanent headquarters 
in New York. (Congress still hasn't 
approved the loan.) 

Prepare an economic survey of 
all the world. (And get it done in 
leas than three months.) Recruit 
new and better experts for U.N. 
service. (Good ones are hard to 
find, reluctant to come, and must 
be picked to keep geographical 
balance on the U.N, roster.) Keep 
U.N. officials free of pressure 
groups and pests, (They are nu- 
merous and persistent.) 

These problems, and scores of 
others, are the daily work of 
Trygve Lie and his international 
team.

One schoot argued that ietting 
government bonds drop below par 
would not curb inflation, On the 
contrary, it might choke off plant 
expansion, and thus decrease pros- 
pects for expanded production. 
And that would add to inflation- 
ary pressures. 

The other side argued that that’s 
just what was needed—to choke 
off capital goods expansion, since 
there are too many bidders for 
goods now. The argument was 
even advanced that if the Federal! 
let the bonds go below 100, the 
selling would dry up—simply be- 
cause banka and insurance com. 
panies would be unwilling to sell 
at a loss. 

Most economists brushed aside 
the argument that the govern- 
ment has a moral obligation to 
support the open-market price 
of ita bonds. One economist 
put it this way: “The govern- 
ment’s only obligation is to pay 
off the bonds at par when they 
mature. It is not obliged to see 
that interest rates do not rise 
or that the bonds never sell at 
leas than par.” 

One point seems clear: If noth 
ing else works, if food and cloth- 
ing prices continue to rise, the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
may become resigned to letting 
government bonds drop, this put- 
ting a crimp in bank lending. That 
might be just how some of the 
banks are reasoning. So they're 
selling to beat the gun. The trou- 
ble is that action on credit, when 
it comes, may be too late—and too 
severe. 

Meanwhile, Christmas sales o7 
department stores were about 10 
per cent ahead of the same period 
last year.

Super-Seniority for Veterans 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In regard to your editorial, “A Good 
Veteran Bill,” veterans not only receive 
a preference in civil service examina- 
. tions, but present veteran employes are 
given a totally unfair advantage over 
non-veteran Government employes, 


As an example, I (a non-veteran) was 
terminated last June during the econ- 
omy wave after 11% years of Govern- 
ment service. During this period I re- 
celved a “very good” rating continu- 
ously. Veterans were retained regard- 
less of length of service or rating if it 
was “good” or better. 

My position was filled by a veteran 
who did not have nearly as long a serv- 
ice record. Many other Government 
workers in the non-veteran class were 
also terminated and their positions 
given to veterans with less seniority. 


Congress has given every veteran with 
a “good” or better rating preference 
over every non-veteran, regardless of 
rating or length of service, when‘ rolls 
have to be reduced. This gives veterans 
super-seniority status. 

About a year previous to my termi- 
nation, I was presented a 10-year cer- 
tificate of merit for long and faithful 
service. In fairness, we should have 
been told that in case of a reduction, 
we would be the first to be removed if 
we did not have military status, 

You hear a lot about efficiency in 
Government. How can efficiency be 
promoted when you have two groups of 
_employes? The veteran knows his po- 
sition is secure as long as he makes a 
“good” rating and non-veterans are still 
on the job, The non-veteran knows that 
he will be the first dismissed regard- 
less of how good a service he performs. 
It is easy to get a “good” rating, and 
many a mediocre employe is so rated. 
The existence of two non-competing 
groups will not promote efficiency, 

I have not been able to discover a 
single instance where a veteran was 
given a “super-seniority” status in pri- 
vate industry. 

I favor giving veterans a square deal, 
but not to the extent of giving up a 
position held for 11% years. After all, 


I have to work for a living, too.

A Billion-Dollar Waste 


In Washington today a House committee opened 
hearings on the gray market in steel, by means 
of which profiteers are raking off an estimated 
billion dollars a year. The “pitifully inadequate” 
anti-inflation measures voted by Congress at the 
special session offer little promise of stopping 
this racket. Indeed it is doubtful if it can be 
stopped short of a drop in demand, which is not 
likely in the near future, or an increase in the 
capacity to produce steel. 

The New York Times, after a “three-week 
scouting venture,” says that probably 10 per cent 
of the total steel being produced in the country 
today is being sold on the gray market. Steel 
on which the legitimate price is from $85 to $95 
a ton is selling on the gray market for from $150 
to $350 a ton, with the vast majority of the ton- 
nage bringing $250 or more. 

The profiteers get most of their money from 
smaller manufacturers who have no long record 
as customers of the steel companies. But the 
need for steel is so acute that many large manu- 
facturers also go into the gray market. 

Fortune tells how Henry Kaiser keeps a small 
army of expediters busy hustling steel for the 
Kaiser-Frazer assembly line at Willow Run. The 
Saturday Evening Post reveals that even the 
older automobile companies hire scouts to find 
strategic steel and charter planes to rush it to 
the plants where it is needed. 

The automobile industry this year will pro- 
duce a half million fewer cars and trucks 
than it produced in 1929, and _ probably 
2,000,000 less than it would produce except for 
the shortage of materials, principally steel. 

You can only estimate what the production of 
2,000,000 additional cars a year would do to 
reduce automobile manufacturing costs and break 
up the black market in cars. 

The story in cars is repeated in practically 
every other product made in the 40 per cent of 
American factories in Which steel is the con- 
trolling material. An $1800 tractor brings $2300 
or $2400. Kegs of nails made to sell for $4 are 
bringing two or three times that much. 

Unless the steel industry’s expansion program 
is increased much more than there how ap- 
pears any likelihood that it will be, the steel 
shortage may last for years. The industry ex- 
cuses itself by saying that it would be unwise, 
in the present shortage, to take off the market 


the tonnage necessary to build new steel plants. . 


This was the industry's plea, also, when it 
refused to put in the 14,000,000 tons of addi- 
tional capacity President Roosevelt demanded 
should be\ installed during the war. The Presi- 
dent eventually bad his way, and events proved 
him unmiftakably right. We think events will 
prove the present Administration right if it 
insists on steel expansion now. 

If the billion dollars a year now going to 
profiteers could be captured, it would amount 
to enough in two or three years to build the 
additional steel plants we need. 
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G. E. Bucks a Trend 


General Electric Co.'s price reduction of 3 to 
10 per cent on home appliances is a sorely 
needed break for consumers. It is highly com- 
mendable. When President Truman called it 
“extremely heartening,” however, he voiced a 
hope that has already been badly battered. 

Suppose, to be optimistic, that all finished- 
goods producers tried to reduce prices. There 
is some margin for that, since Many manufac- 
turers have large reserves and have taken ad- 
vantage of the sellers’ market to inflate their 
profit margins. Manufacturers, however, can- 
not prevent rising raw materials prices from in- 
flating their costs. As long as food goes up, 
they cannot wholly resist the pressure for higher 
wages. Any sustained effort to bring down 
prices by corporate decision thus works against 
heavy handicaps. 


A year ago, Ford, Chrysler and International 


Harvester tried to buck the inflationary trend 
as G. E. tries today. There was a flurry of the 
so-called Newburyport plan, under which mer- 
chants here and thefe cut retail prices 10 per 
cent. These efforts failed because the trend- 
buckers could not hold down the cost of the 
goods they sold. They could not go on indefi- 
nitely against the squeeze of rising expenses. 
G.E.'s effort would have a far better chance, 
the similar efforts of 1947 could have succeeded, 
if the Government could co-operate with price- 
réducers by controlling wages and the prices 
and supplies of foods and critical industrial ma- 
terials. In spite of a year of hard object lessons, 
Congress still balks at letting the Government 


do it. 
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Worth a Battle? 

When Secretary Marshall addressed the CIO 
convention a few months ago, his speech was 
hailed as recognition of the help American di- 
plomacy could get from American labor léaders 
in a Europe in which the labor movement is now 
80 important, But on hearing the complaints of 
James B. Carey, CIO Secretary-Treasurer, one 
wonders whether the Department is back-track- 
ing. Carey says quite bluntly that it now has 
cold feet. 

The CIO official, who is strongly anti-Commu- 
nist, is just back from Europe where he made 
strenuous efforts to have the next annual meet- 
ing of the World Federation of Trade Unions 
held in Chicago rather than in Paris. He says 
that he was thwarted in this by State Depart- 
ment representatives because they feared some 
of the delegates would be Communists. 

Thaf fear certainly is well founded, but it is 
questionable whether it warrants the diplomats’ 
attitude. After all, some of the United Nations 
delegates are avowed-Communists, but nobody 
has as yet seriously suggested that for this rea- 
son UN sessions should no longer be held in the 
United States. 

The question really is whether, because of 
Communist activity, the United States should 
wash its‘hands of the international labor move- 
ment, or whether it should recognize the World 
Federation as One more arena for the struggle 
between democracy and the new totalitarianism. 

Certainly men like Carey who have first-hand 
experience with Communist methods of pene- 
tration could be counted on to wage such a bat- 
tle with skill and determination, And victory 
might be easier for them if they fought on an 
American rather than a Européan field. One

faith of some of the European delegates. 
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' He’s Still in Front 

Last Sept. 17, we said that if the primary were 
held the next day, State Auditor Forrest Smith 
would be the Democratic nominee for Governor 
of Missouri.’ That statement can again be made 
now, as Smith formally announces his candidacy. 

In the interim, little or nothing has happened 
to- change the picture. Some time ago, it was 
reported that pressure from the White House was 
being put on State Supreme Court Judge Douglas 
to enter the race, but Douglas has not peeped. 
He has what amounts to a life-time job on the 


court and he is apparently disinclined to give 


up that to gamble for a four-year term as Gov- 
ernor. 

The motive behind the reported White House 
move is that Mr. Truman, not overly confident 
about Democratic success in Missouri, wants the 
state ticket headed by some candidate with more 
general prestige than Forrest Smith. No doubt 
the President ‘still feels that way. 

Meanwhile, Smith is assiduously beating the 
bushes to add to his already Jarge following. 
Smith hag been State Auditor since 1932 and 
has improved the shining hours ever since to 
build up a machine. He has dispensed much 
patronage and is an adroit maker of political 
triends. 

In the Missouri Blue Book, where state offi- 
cials note their own accomplishments, it is writ- 
ten: 

He has attracted national attention in his 
knowledge of taxation and is referred to as 
the “Daddy” of the Sales Tax Act in Mis- 
souri, being among the first to advocate such 
a tax to meet an existing emergency. 

Smith is even better known as the Daddy of 
the Dear Pensioner letter of 1936, in which he 
urged all old-age pensioners to support him for 
a second term. He tried to frighten these peo- 
ple by saying: 

You know an unfriendly person could and 
might stop your pension, If I am elected, 
your pension checks will be mailed you 
promptly as long as I am in office. 


Of course, it was the Missouri Legislature 
which passed the old-age pension law and Smith 
has been only the clerk who carried out the 
Legislature’s orders, but you’d never suspect it 
from the Dear Pensioner letter. 

Smith lobbied against the new Constitution, 
but the convention did not heed him and pro- 
ceeded to set up the new Department of Rev- 
enue, which deprived him of patronage. Shortly 
before the election on the Constitution, it was 
disclosed that propaganda against the new char- 
ter was being mailed to business firms through- 


ut the state in envelopes addressed with stencils 


from the office of State Auditor Forrest Smith. 

There is nothing in Smith’s career as a plod- 
ding political hack that would seem to qualify 
him for the governorship of Missouri. But he 
is headed straight for that job—in case of Dem- 
ocratic success this year—unless the party wakes 
up and puts forward a distinguished Missourian 
in opposition. ’ 
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What the Kremlin Is Betting On 


The fate of the democracies depends to a 
large extent upon the capacity of the Amer- 
ican people so to manage their internal econ- 
omy that the depression upon which the 
Kremlin is gambling will not take place.

It would be well for every member of Congress 
to commit the above quotation to memory as he 
prepares to vote on measures to control inflation.

That: ought to go for President 
Truman, Senator Taft, Representatives Knutson 
and Taber and all the rest. 

It ought to go also for 60 million voting citi- 
zens. 
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Two Views of Communism 

Prime Minister Attlee’s warning that Commu- 
nism threatens Europe with a new form of im- 
perialism is affirmed by the second of the arti- 
cles by former Polish Premier, Stanislaw Miko- 
lajezyk, in today’s Post-Dispatch. The head of 
the British Labor Government says that while 
the Communists have overthrown “the economic 
tyranny of landlordism and “capitalism” in East- 
ern’states such as Poland, they have “renounced 
the doctrines of individual freedom and politi- 
cal democracy and rejected the whole spiritual 
heritage of Weatern Europe.” The peasant lead- 
er, who fled for his life, writes in the safety of 
New York how ‘tife in Poland demonstrates this. 

The Mikolajczyk article tells the way in which 
the Russians plan to extend themselves over the 
whole of Europe. Quoting a Soviet colonel, it 
explains that the Communists expect, for the 
most part, to win their goals through infiltration. 
France and Italy may be “a bit difficult for a 
time” but, with “good men” at work in those 
countries, the Kremlin will achieve its ends. But 
if it does not work out or things come along too 


slowly the Reds have “the military might to ad- . 


vance across Europe to the water at a speed 
which ig unknown to students of modern war- 
fare.” Said the Communist colonel: 
not of days. . I speak of hours.” 
Britain’s probable neutrality, rejection of a 
negotiated peace by the United States, long 
preparations in this country for an invasion of 


. Europe, consolidation of Communist gains méan- 


time—such were the steps foreseen and reported 
to the Polish leader, who escaped when he 


‘ learned that he was marked for death. All this 


from a movement of which Mr, Attlee could say 
that it “began in an endeavor to free the souls 
and bodies of men” but “became an instrument 
for their enslavement.” 

While statements such as these do not solve 
the problem of Communism in the world, they 
are important contributions to understanding.

Argentina has built an economic house of 
cards that may collapse at any time and 
smother the dictatorship of President Juan 
D. Peron in the debris. 

While talking of its “generous” offer of 
five billion dollars in meat and grain that 
it was ready to contribute to the Marshall 
plan for European rehabilitation, Buenos 
Aires actually had its eye on a less human- 
itarian goal. 

Peron's personal newspaper, La Epoca, 
has let the story out, Argentina will be 
glad to sell its vast food supplies—not for 
pounds, not for francs or not for pesos, but 
for dollars. 3 

The reason is that the gold backing of the 
Argentine peso is now about 50 per cent of 
what it was a year ago. In other words, 
with its high -prices for everything—such 
as $5 a bushel for wheat—Argentina has 
been experiencing an inflation of large pro- 
portions. It wants dollars or gold—such as 
it is seeking from Britain as the price of 
continuing the meat contract with London 
-—to halt this dangerous tendency. 

At the same time that it seeks shelter 
from the economic storm it has brewed, 
Argentina is attracted by the glamour of 
power. Dr. Diego Luis Molinari, chief dele- 
gate to the International Trade Organiza- 
tion conference at Havana, Cuba, informed 
the delegates that Argentina cannot agree 
to the step promised—especially the most- 
favored nation clause—to promote trade 
among the 18 nations which originated the 
conference after months of careful delib- 
eration at Geneva. Argentina wants to be 


a financial, and hence a political leader. It 
wants to become the creditor of other 
Latin American nations, 

Molinari, who is really the economic dic- 
tator of the country, is taking a desperate 
gamble. He believes he can continue to 
build his house of cards becausé the United 
States, eventually, in fulfilling its pledges 


under the Marshall plan, will be compelled — 


to turn to Buenos Aires for help. 

‘This pundit of finance reasons that the 
United States and Canada cannot expect 
to have such bumper wheat crops as they 
enjoyed last year. They will have to seek 
a new source—meaning Argentina. But 
Molinari forgets that last year European 
wheat growers suffered the worst drouth 
in decades and this is no more likely to be 
repeated than is a bumper North American 
crop. One may balance the other, however 
to yield a sufficient supply, and Argentina 
will be left with its wheat at the robber 
baron price it is asking. 

In this event, trouble would follow for 
Peron. While this financial wizard is tak- 
ing optimistic long-term chances, he is pre- 
paring his followers for the worst by pre- 
dicting that while 1948 will be “a very bad 
year,” 1949 “will be terrible.” 

He already feels the nation’s discontent, 
from the wheat grower who must sell his 
grain at one third the price the government 
asks on the world market and from the 
city worker discontented with spiraling 
prices. 

Fancy finance has been the cause of the 


downfall of more than one dictatorship. 


Senator Taft Sells America Short '

Senator Taft is pessimistic about the 
ability of the United States to help Burope. 
He warns against. “the straw that would 
break the camel's back,” against expendi- 
tures that might send prices “up and up” 
and weaves a shrouding fabric of menace 
about the whole European recovery pro- 
gram. In other words, the Ohio Senator is 
bearish about America, 

But at the same time Mr, Taft {s bullish 
about the prospects of other nations. He 
has almost unbounded confidence in their 
ability to withstand hardship, if not to 
profit by the lessons of their adversity. 
“People don’t completely collapse,” he as- 
serts with hearty optimism. “They go on 
living anyway.” 

And, of course, the Senator is right, if 
you take him literally, People do go on 
living—and working—in amazing numbers 
under the most astonishing conditions. They 
may be seen proving Mr. Taft’s contention 
in almost any city in Europe—rows of gray, 
pinched faces, over shabby patched coats, 
ranked in shivering queues for their slen- 
der rations; trooping off for another day's 
struggle with inadequate fuel and make- 
shift tools; returning in the dusk to light- 
less, heatless homes.

They do not collapse. They live, and 
sometimes draw yew energy from some 
deep spiritual source, They struggle with 
the manifold political and economic prob- 
lems of a world in flux, and when they err 
they receive a great deal of free and often 
contradictory advice from across the Atlan- 


' tie. They wrestle with an unprecedented 


drouth, and are told to work harder and 
raise more beans in the powdery soll, They 
live—and find Senator Taft drawing com- 
forting morals on the innate vitality of the 
human race, 

Fortunately, neither the heart nor the 
mind of America is willing to be so easily 
comforted. The citizens of the United States 
are not prepared to accept the bare exist- 
ence of Europe as a safe or healthy factor 
in the world of which they are a part. They 
know that, while people may not collapse, 
civilization can crumble or be swept away 


in wild revolt. They have seen the United | 


States exert its mighty strength in war 
and are not afraid that strength will be 
overtaxed by the necessary works and sac- 
rifices of peace. They will reject Mr, Taft's 
chilly doctrine in the future as they have 
rejected similar easy counsels in the past. 


Between Book Ends 


Art in a Blind Alley? 


THE ARCHITECTURE OF VISION: OR THE THEORY 
OF COMPOSITION IN PLANE-SURFACE DESIGN 
by Daniel R. Butterly. (Beechhurst Press, New York.} 
A refreshingly different approach to the 

esthetic principles of the pictorial arts is 
this closely reasoned defense of a theory 
which, the author asserts, is original, hav- 
ing been created 
through half a life- 
time’s struggle to 
comprehend. In a 
spirit of investiga- 
tion, Mr. Butterly, an 
artist, revolts from 
the current precious 
attitude that art is “a 
capricious manifesta- 
tion of pure’ ‘taste,’ 
eluding all sensible 
discussions or stan- 
dards of value.” 

Now fa the time tn 
painting's history, he 
feels, for a vigorous 
protest to be made 
against painting's “being the last frontier 
of superstition and charlatanry.” His al- 
ternative to regarding art as something 
one museum director has called “a temple 
of mystery” is to set up a basis for har 
monic proportion in the composition of a 
painting that is as mathematical as the 
foundations of music. 

The text is integrated with diagrams and 
formulas that contain the core of the the- 
ory. Paintings by Paul Cezanne and Be- 
nozzo Gozzoli are dissected in a variety of 
ways to illustrate the hypothesis. Unfor 
tunately, explanation and figures are some- 
times pages apart, so that the careful 
reader finds himself subjected to a great 
deal of turning back and forth. 

The author anticipates the objection that 
“art cannot be reduced to a formula.” He 
characterizes it as a cliche born of a “ro 
mantic” attitude, discouraging serious ef- 
fort. Forsake formula and you have in- 
stinct alone, he implies. And mere instine- 
tive art, he contends, is a blind alley, since 
such work ends in a tighter formula of its 
own because of the lack of a rational base, -

When Life Means Nothing 


THE WEEPING AND THE LAUGHTER, by Joachim 

Maas. (A. A. Wyn, New York.) 

This novel is an extremely intense pro- 
duction, written evidently under the com- 
bined influences of the great German and 
the great Russian novelists. Some of its 
scenes, some of its characters, convey a 
sense of human passion and tragedy that 
is extremely impressive; but only some of 
the acenes, Others are flat, disintegrated. 

The story concerns a poverty-stricken 
girl whose unhappy marriage passes on to 
her sons the diverse — of her passion- 
ate poet-father’s character. She uses her 
husband abominably, brings about disaster 
in his life, but her father’s passionate 
awareness is continued; as a concluding 
page expresses it: 

“A life that means nothing—anyone else 


-could have lived it in your stead—nothing 


but an interval of time between tWo eternal 
nights and not one prayer in it, not one 
moment of rebellion against the idiocy of 
being a creature on earth, not once holg 
ing converse with the glorious mysteries & 
the world, always reasonable, as if ever, 
here or elsewhere, reason could sit in judg- 
ment upon dignity, honar, beauty, great- 
ness, spirit, on all that ennobles us—is that 
what you call life?” 

And the implication of the book seems to 
be that one must live a different life at 
the expense of those who are thus unaware, 
less farther advanced on the road to full 
human consciousness,

BENJAMIN HARRISON'S 
WIDOW DIES AT 89 


Niece of Former President's 
First Wife—Married After 
His Term Expired, 


Benjamin Harrison, 89 yeara old, 
widow of President Benjamin 
Harrison, died today. 

Mrs. Harrison, who used the 
name Mary Scott Dimmick Harri- 
son to distinguish her from the 
first wife of the twenty-third 
President of the United States, 
never occupied the White House 
as first lady. 

But she lived there two years 
during the prolonged illness of her 
aunt, the first wife of Benjamin 
Harrison. As the widow of Walter 
Dimmick she wasin double mourn- 
ing during her stay at the White 
House. Her mother, who waar to 
have assisted Mrs, Harrison with 
the duties of President’s wife, too 
onerous for a woman in poor 
health, died soon after the Harri- 
sons took up their residence in 
Washington. The taska she was 
to have performed devolved upon 
her daughter, then Mrs, Mary 
Scott Dimmick, a widow since 1882. 

The first Mrs. Benjamin Harri- 
son, Lavinia Scott before her mar- 
riage, died in the White House in 
1892, Three years after his term 
(1889-93) had expired the ex-Preal- 
dent married his first wife's niece 
in New York City.

“The Late Christopher Bean,” 
the character comedy which the 
late Sidney Howard adapted from 
the French for Pauline Lord in 
1932, has been revived as a vehicle 
for ZaSu Pitts, and was placed 
on view at the American Theater 
last night. It was difficult to 
understand why. It was an éx- 
ample of the poorer werk of How- 
ard, a two-time Pulitzer Prize 
winner. As a study of the de 
basing effecta of avarice suddenly 
aroused in a respectable middle- 


ii class New England family, it was 


obvious, plodding, and had very 
little real comedy. 

Now, as recently produced in 
the Middle West and starring 
Mise Pitts, a comedienne long 
past her popularity in the movies, 
it doesn’t merely creak. It fairly 
groans. If Miss Pitts is in need 
of a vehicle, she could have eas- 
ily picked a more suitable one. 
Her role, that of the simple- 
minded maid-of-all-work in the 
family who shows up the avarice 
of her employers by refusing to 
accept a fortune for a painting 
left her by a vagabond artist be- 
cause of her sentimental attach- 
ment for it, is really secondary 
to that of the employer, a small 
town doctor. At that, she showed 
an ability as a stage actress that 
could be called only fair. Her 
never-changing vacuous expres- 
sion and (familiar (fluttering 
h nds were surface mannerisms 
that probably pleased those who 
liked her film work, but there 
was nothing underneath to give 
the role penetration or the essen- 
tial dignity that Howard must 
have meant it to have. 

’ The play further suffered from 
a mediocre cast. Frank Wilcox, 
as the doctor roused to dreams 
of wealth by selling the suddenly 
valuable paintings the despised 
artist had left him for security 
on a medical bill, is an over-actor 
of the old school, addicted 
jowl-shaking, and often getting 
alarmingly red in the face. But 
at least he created, a recognizable 
character, however unaubtie. The 
others in the cast created nothing 
but apathy, with the welcome ex- 
ception of Francis Compton, who 
was dryly expert as an art critic. 

The original of the play was 
Fauchois's “Prenez Garde a la 
Peinture,” based on the life of 
Cezanne. Certainly no Gallic wit 
or sly satire on human nature re- 
.mains in the New England ver- 
sion. The first act was one of 
the dullest we can ever recall, 
and had a certain line that wins 
the all-time prize for flatness. 
he direction by Billy Gilbert, the 
comedian of last week’s show, 
was completely devoid of pace 
and emphasis. It had such sloppy 
itema as a clock that didn’t. run, 


a crudely designed outaide-rcenery 


drop, showing through the win- 
dows and door, that flapped dis- 
mally every time an actor pasged, 


and clumsy handling of paintings 
concerned so they couldn't be 


seen by the audience. One glimpse 
given us of an example of the 
work of the “great, master,” as 
Bean was deseribed, showed some 
daubing that wouldn't have got- 
ten a mention in a high school 
art class. 

It is a rather sad commentary 
o. the theater that, while such 
serious new efforts as “The Ice- 
man Cometh,” and “All My Sona,” 
have been road failures and have 
been withdrawn before St. Louis 
could see them, this effort should 
have survived long enough to 
bless us. For anyone who cares, 
“Christopher Bean” will be on 
view here through next Sunday 
night.

ENRY WALLACE says that 

he is in favor. of helping 

Greece and that he believes in 
the humanitarian side of the Mar- 
shall plan, but that he would turn 
the ald program over to the .Unit- 
ed Nations and that aid should be 
given without consideration of po- 
litical bellefs, on a baale of need, 
with the only strings attached be- 
ing that nothing be used for prep- 
aration for war.

En ROUTE TO MOMBASA, 
BRITISH EAST AFRICA, Jan. 5. 
NCE again, as I have ten 
times before, I am going into 
the heart of Africa in search 
of deeper knowledge of that won- 
derful continent and its fascinat- 
ing peoples and animals. 

At the end of my last expedition, 
in 1939 into the Belgian’ go, I 
swore I was never coming back. 
I had spent 14 of the previous 20 
years in Africa and although I 
found it endlessly enchanting and 
alluring, I never thought I would 
come back. 

on as the war was over 

self planning a new 

expedition, remembering the won- 
derful years I had spent with such 
unique and charming tribes as 
the giant Watussi and the Mam- 
buti pygmies. I remembered with 
nostalgia the exotic flora of Africa 
and the always intriguing animals. 

This expedition, which has taken 
two years, and endless headaches 
to mount,’ lands at Mombasa in 
the British East Africa colony of 
Kenya. It is probably the most 
-elaborately equipped expedition 
ever to be launched on the African 
continent. It has the most mod- 
ern scientific equipment money 
can buy to record permanently, 
before they are lost forever to 
onrushing civilization, ways of 
life and customs unchanged since 
antiquity. 

We will head directly inland 
from Mombasa with our caravan, 
crossing the Kenya border into 
Tanganyika. Our first stop will 
be at Mount Kilimanjaro, the 19,- 
780-foot peak which is the highest 
in Africa. A party from the ex- 
pedition will scale Kilimanjaro to 
make special experiments and 
first broadcasts from the top of 
the mountain, 

These broadcasts will be re- 
ceived at the base of the mountain 
and relayed throughout the world 
by our powerful mobile broadcast- 
ing unit and m be heard : the 
United States “it we are lucky 
enough to get good atmospheric 
conditions. 

We will be in Tanganyika for 
at least three months, This part 
of Africa is teeming with some of 
the thrilling things to be seen in 
this. endlessly astonishing conti- 
nent, the laste outpost of ,.romance 
and adventure, 

The expedition will traverse the 
ag d crater, the scene of 
the best game count in 
Africa, and the Serengeti plains, 
where other big game is to be 
found. 


Ours is not a hunting expedition. 
We carry two rifles and two shot- 
guns. But they are for safety and 
for food. My first experience with 
Africa was a hunting party and I 
have never shot an animal since 
for pleasure. 


But we will be “shooting” with 
the most modern still and motion 
picture cameras obtainable. I have 
designed special equipment that 
will allow us to get closer to wild 
animals than anyone ever has be- 
fore for intimate pictures. We 
have, as well, sound recorders for 
animal noises to be transcribed at 
close-up range. 

One of our eight trucks has a 
roof platform from which still and 
motion pictures can be taken while 
we are in motion. A floating 
island has been constructed for 
photographing at incredibly close 
quarters hippopotami and vicious 
crocodiles. 

This island consists of a large 
platform lashed on two metal 
floats. Above the platform is a 
framework covered with a net. 
This net will be completely camo- 
flaged with a covering of the na- 
tive vegetation. Inside this, unob- 
served by the animals, photogta- 
phers wil] take pictures of undis- 
turbed wild life. 

A diving eye has been designed 
to be sunk beneath the African 
rivera to observe and record what 
these unknown waters hold. It 
is equipped with special lighting 
and cameras to record and reveal 
for the first time what lies below 
the surface of Africa's swarming 
streams. 

From Tanganyika we go north 
into Uganda protectorate and 
along the border of Rwanda, 
which is the country of the giant 
Watussi. The Watussf are a regal 
people, whose princes and kings 
a are taller than seven feet. 

e many African tribes, 


they cover themselves with cloth- 


-ing and it is colorful and exotic.

from previous expeditions, are not 
Negroes but Hamitic in derivation 
and are believed to be descend- 
ants of an Egyptian race. 

The Watussi are famed as cham- 
pion high jumpers and frequent- 
ly clear the bar at heights of seven 
feet or more, while the listed 
world’s record for the high jump 
in formal competition is six feet 
nine and three-quarters inches, 
When Mrs, Gatti and I last visited 
the Watussi, their king was Ruda- 
higwa, a dignified and benevolent 
monarch who towered seven, feet, 
nine inches. - 


HEY are not ungainly, despite 

their height. The physique of 

the men is powerful, lithe, 
broad-shouldered and  narrow- 
hipped and many of the men are 
fine featured and handsome. 

From the country of the Watus- 
si we proéeed to the mountains 
of the moon, the Ruwenzor! range, 
whose highest point is Peak Mar- 
ghcrita which juts its snowy top 
16,980 feet into the clouds. There 
we will explore hitherto untouched 
crater lakes and virgin sections 
to verify rumors of fantastic ani- 
mals in the region. 

There have been persistent re- 
ports that somewhere in the equa- 
toridl jungle at the foot of this 
range prowls a fifth anthropoid, 
an ape-like creature larger than 
a gorilla, a chimpanzee, an orang- 
outan or a gibbon. The Mambuti 


pygmy is terrified of the animal 


and I have seen hair, footprints 
and other evidence supporting the 


view that such a creature exists. 


The expedition proceeds from 
the mountains of the moon 
through Uganda to Kenya colony 
and the capital, Nairobi. (Kd. 
Note: Nairobi, a town of about 
25,000 population in the heart of 
a big game country, furnishes one 
of Africa’s many surprises. It 
is modern, clean and its quality 
shops compare favorably with 
those of, say, the high-priced and 
high-quality resort town of Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo.) There the 
expedition will terminate its work 
early in July and the party will 
return to the United States. 

That will end six months of 
danger, thrills and hard work. 
For our labor we will have inval- 
uable material on the lives and 
habita of tha fabulous native 
tribes and beasts of Africa. 

For the first time, an expedi- 
tion will be in almost continuous 
radio contact with the United 
States and the rest of the world 
wherever we are in Africa, This 
is possible because one of our 
three specially built 23 feet long 
Schult trailer coaches is half a 
“shack-on-wheels.” It contains a 
complete radio shack fitted with 
the newest Hallicrafters radio 
equipment for sending and receiv- 
ing by volee or “CQ,” or code,

hams, may tune us in on stations

Asbestos shingles can be painted 
with cement paints such as are 
used on corfcrete and stucco. You 
can also use oil paints but this 
gets a little tricky because the 
shingles are very porous and will 
hold moisture for quite a spell, 
The thinning requirements for 
painting asbestos shingles will dif- 
fer from those used on wood sur- 
faces so check up on this before 
you start to paint. New shingles 
should not be painted with oil 
paint because the alkali in the 
shingles will ruin the paint. A 
few months exposure to the 
weather will neutralize the alkali 
so that it won't bother the
